ATTEMPTED HURSE-STEALING. 


A Trackee Meadows Hancher Left

Farmer George Andrews was the 
victim of a practical joke last night, or 
else of an attempted horse-steal.

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A BURSTED RESERVUIRF 2 


Canees Considerable Damage and 
Delays the V. & T. 


Atan early hour last evening the 
Price reservoir, located about three 
miles west of Ophir station on the line 
of the V. & T. RK. R., in Washoe Val- 
ley, burst through the embanked dan 
of 200 feet in length and poured down 


into Washoe Valley, washing ont and 
covering with silt nearly 200 feet of 
track on the railroad and smearing 
debris all over a square mile of surface. 
The Price reservoir was built some 16 
or 20 years ago. It covered about two 
acres, with a depth of water of fifteen 
feet. Fourteen years ago the dam 
broke, and a flood of water was pre- 
cipitated on the inhabitants of the 
valley foothills.

The Scion of a Good Eactich Family Who 
Became the King of Mend'cints of 
the Day — A Daring Deed Which 
“rought Him Large Kewards. 


There were great men before Aga- 
memnon—beggars as well. Mendicant, 
tricks of the trade have. not changed 
"auch since the beggar lay outside the 
gates of the rich and showed bis sores— 
doubtless painted on every morning and 
washed off every night. At all events 
that was a trick in Luther's time. One| 
reads of itin the “Liber Vagatorum,” | 
to which he wrote a preface. The trick | 
is still in vogue. | 

Of all clever rascals undoubtedly Bam- 
fylde-Moore Carew was the cleverest, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Ile was born 
in 1693 of a good old Devonshire fami- 
ly; his godfathers were Hon. Hugh Bam- 
fylde and Major Moore; his father was 
rector of Brickley-by-Tiverton. 

In short, the youngster was well 
launched. Atschool he was an excel- 
lent student; an all-round athlete and a 
good horseman—of course the son of the 
rector of Briekley kep: his Lunter. One 
day he and three schooilmates—sons of 
Devonshire gentry—in a harum-scarum 


moog raced through a farmer's wheat 
field. The master of the achool was one 
of the birch-red sort. He ordered them 
up for fogging the next day. Where- 
upon these four hopefuls levanted and 
joined a gypsy caravan. Time and again 
they were reclained by their families. 
Carew and one of the lads named Escott 
always made off again to the gypsies.
